PARASITIC WASP 
|USED TO CONTROL 
SCALE ON OLIVES 


Phenomenal control of olive 
scale in'a test orchard has been 
brought about by a tiny parasitic 
wasp imported from Iraq last year 
by the University of California 
college of agriculture. 

Richard L. Doutt, assistant pro- 
fessor of biological control, reports 
80% parasitism in the test plots. 
Few live scale could be found on 
trees that were heavily infested 
before the wasps were released. 

Although this is a good record 

of parasitism, the summer months 
are critical periods for the wasp. 
At that time the adult female scale 
populations — the preferred host 
stage for the wasps — are period- 
ically so low that many of the 
parasites are unable to lay eggs. 
If the wasps can squeeze through 
this period of food shortage, Doutt 
hopes that they will offer a per- 
manent control of the pest without 
annual field releases. The tiny 
wasp lays its egg just under the 
shell of the scale. The develop- 
ing parasite feeds on the scale’s 
body, killing it. 
; About 60,000 of these wasps are 
jbeing raised each week in the 
| University insectary for field tests. 
|Doutt has been releasing them in 
jinfested test orchards for several 
months. 

Olive scale is a major pest of 
olives and has recently been movy- 
ing over to stone fruits in some 
central valley areas.

Before We Get Around To Paying Doctor Bill 


Better budgeting would help 
many families meet their medical 
pills, and voluntary health insur- 
ance would help many more, Dr. 
Emerson P. Schmidt, director of 
economic research of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States said this week. 

He addressed the President’s 
Commission on the Health Needd. 
of the Nation on the economic ca- 
pacity of the United States to 
meet health needs. 

Often, he said, luxuries come 
ahead of medical care on the fam-. 
ily budget, raising the question of 
whether “ability” to pay the doc- 
tor isn’t partly a matter of prefer- 
ence of expenditures. 

Why, he asked, do we £0 into 
debt for an automobile or @ tele- 
vision set without hesitation, yet 
complain about having to borrow 
for an operation or having to take 
out insurance against such costs? 
Or why do we respond 80 readily 
to the urge for another cigaret or 
another beer, yet ignore aches and 
pains that require medical care? 

Schmidt pointed out that Ameri- 
cans spent almost as much for al- 
leohol and tobacco last year as 
they did for health and medical 
services. And the year before, a 
jstudy by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
| tistics showed that in city after 


city only four to five dollars per | 


$100 of family income went for 


medical care.

First Shipment 
Of Live Cattle 
Made From Mexico 


A shipment of 500 head of 
cattle, believed to be the first 
large consignment to reach the 
United States since lifting of the 
embargo September 1, crossed the 
Mexican border last week at El 
Paso. They were then shipped by 
freight to southern California. 

Meanwhile it is reported that 
shipments of fresh meat from 
Mexico are rapidly increasing, 
mostly from Juarez packing 
plants. About 300,000 pounds of 
beef has been shipped. The Mexi- 
can government has set a quota 
of 200,000 head including live 
cattle and meat for remainder of 
1952. There are reports that 
range conditions in the cattle-ex- 
porting areas of Mexico are rela- 
tively good at present due to the 
June-October rainy season.
